With temperature 22 degrees below zero (Fahrenheit), 
many thousands of earthquake survivors who had fled to

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On the Home Front 


Police records show 33 accidents oc- 
curred in Edmonton over the Christmas 
week-end, 52 in Calgary; fortunately 
none resulting fatally in either city. There 
were 23 deaths by violence in Canada dur- 
ing the week-end, and 459 in the United 
States. Population considered, the death 
rate in Canada was only half that south of 
the border. But density of road traffic 
taken into account, the percentage of fa- 
talities in highway accidents was probably 
about the same in both countries. 

By way of contrast, it was reported the 
other day that 1,400 French soldiers had 
been killed in three and a half months of 
sporadic fighting along the Franco-Ger- 
man front. Roughly, it took the German 
army a month to kill as many Frenchmen 
as the Canadians and Americans who met 
death in assorted kinds of accidents dur- 
ing a three-day holiday. The Maginot 
line, it seems, is a safer place than the 
homes and highways of this continent. 


Working to Their Limit 


The series of disastrous railway 
wrecks in Germany are not merely co- 
incident with the war. They are conse- 
quences of it. The transportation system 
of the country is working under high 
pressure, handling ordinary business plus 
supplies needed by the armies on the 
western front and the garrison troops in 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. Break-downs 
in these circumstances are not remarkable, 
nor proof of inefficiency on the part of 
equipment or railwaymen. It would be 
strange if these did not occur. 

The German railways, it is pertinent to 
remember, were put in a high state of 
efficiency by foreign loans made under the 
Young plan. That at any rate was one 
object of the loans, and it is to be supposed 
the money went where it was supposed to 
go. While the railways had to handle only 
peace-time traffic, they functioned well. 
It is the extra war traffic that is causing 
the wrecks. 

The inference is fairiy plain that the 
railways have all they can do, and rather 
more, to support the armies in comparative 
inactivity, and that to feed them with the 
supplies of all kinds needed in a general 
offensive might be beyond the physical 
ability of the transportation system. This 
probably is one reason why a broad scale 
offensive has not been attempted in the 
west. 
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Now or Never 


The captain of a German ship that was 
chased into a Florida port by a British 
cruiser explains why the Columbus made 
its fatal dash from Vera Cruz. All Ger- 
man merchant ships in foreign ports, he 
says, had been ordered to attempt to reach 
home ports, because harbor charges of 
$1,000,000 a month were piling up against 
the 400 vessels thus tied up in harbors 
abroad. 

Since Germany would not he able to 
pay the accumulating charges, its only 
chance to recover the ships was that they 
might zig-zag through the blockade. If 
they had to be sunk on the way to avoid 
capture, it would amount to the same 
thing as though they stayed in the 
foreign ports and were seized for the har- 
bor dues. 


The explanation sounds reasonable, 
more so than any guess that has been of- 
fered. If it is correct, Berlin has given 
up hope of winning the war before the 
harbor charges ate up the value of the 
vessels; and given up hope also of being 
able to restore any considerable volume of 


its oversea trade and set the ships to 
work, 
What German ship-owners and ex- 


porting and importing concerns think of 
the war Hitler has got them into it would 
be interesting to know. His order to the 
captains to bring their ships home now or 
sink them admits that he has bankrupted 
everyone connected with these vast com- 
mercial interests. 


Sweden Dares to Help 

If any neutral country in the world has 
need to walk warily it is Sweden. Whether 
Russia and Germany are in rivalry or in 
conspiracy for control of the Baltic area, 
Sweden Is on the “spot”, and knows it. 
Poland and Finland are the sufficient 
warnings of what may beppeu to it if 


| 


either of the aggressors can find anything 
in its conduct on which to hang a charge 
of hostility. And its resources are a prize 
rich enough to inspire the cupidity of both. 

Yet Sweden is going the limit, within 
the recognized bounds of official neutral- 
ity, to help Finland in its hour of distress. 
Swedish volunteers are flocking across the 
border to serve in the Finnish armies. 
Swedish doctors and nurses and medical 
supplies are being sent to care for the 
Finnish wounded and civilian refugees. 
The sum of $2,000,000 has been raised by 
public subscription to help the Finns, and 
that is a large sum of money in Sweden. 
Swedes are being openly asked to put one 
day’s pay into the Finnish war chest. Car- 
loads of garments have been sent to clothe 
the war victims, and collections are going 
on steadily. 

Remembering the trumped-up charges 
on which Poland was attacked, and the 
absurdities which were all Molotoff could 
offer as an excuse for the onslaught on 
Finland, the Swedes must know that 
in thus giving aid and comfort to 
the Finns they are endangering their own 
immunity from attack by the Soviet, per- 
haps with the assistance of the Soviet’s 
partner. That Sweden is keeping official- 
ly clear of recognized offences against 
neutrality will weigh little in the calcula- 
tions of either Moscow or Berlin. 

All honor to Sweden for refusing to 
pretend an indifference it cannot feel to- 
ward the assault on its little neighbor. Its 
example should suggest something to 
other neutral states whose good fortune 
it is to be located outside the danger zone. 
The more so because, should Sweden be at- 
tacked and conquered in turn, the danger 
zone will be broadened, and the threat 
which now overhangs it will throw its 
shadow across other neutrals. 


Brigadier General Panet, in charge of 
internment camps, says Canada must treat 
interned persons well because otherwise 
German officials would retaliate upon 
Allied prisoners—which is only too true. 
Another good reason for treating them 
decently is that we are not Nazis. 


A lecturer in law at Dalhousie Univer- 
sity, charged with having written love let- 
ters to his fiancee in Denmark which con- 
tained information that might be useful to 
the enemy, said he was aware there were 
some Defence of Canada regulations but 
didn’t know what they were. Also, it 
seems, he was aware there are such things 
as love letters but didn’t know how to 
write them. 


Convicted of distributing pamphlets 
likely to cause disaffection among His 
Majesty’s forces, a Calgary man was fined 
$150 and costs, with three months in jail 
as the option. The sentence is heavy 
enough to stand as a warning to others. 
It emphasizes the point that trafficking 
in sedition is a serious offence. It is not 
heavy enough to savor of undue severity. 
In the country which such publications are 
aimed to help, the punishment for sabotag- 
ing the war effort is death.

The Passing Show | Current Comment

Injustice is the world’s best agitator, and it 
always feeds upon economic inequalities. Vivid 
light has been thrown upon the shocking dispar- 
ity between wages and dividends in the United 
States by figures released by the American gov- 
ernment, They show that there is no just rela- 
tion between the rewards of 
labor and the gains of capital. 
Even stately Republican papers, 
which stand for the old order 
and the withered tradition in public affairs, 
admit democracy cannot function vigorously 
while such a wide gulf separates classes, They 
know, too, that as long as this state of affairs 
continues, the impetus behind New Deal legis- 
lation will continue to grow in intensity and 
drive. For President Roosevelt has the backing 
of the bulk of American workers, and the sanc- 
tion of clear-sighted economists, in trying to re- 
dress these anomolies and give the plain man a 
chance to stand on his own feet. Capitalism must 
reform or perish. 


A few representative figures will show the 
spread between the rewards of masters and men, 
to use a phrase the ages have loaded with in- 
famy. The name of the American company will 
be followed by that of its executive officers, 
their compensation for 1938, and the average 
weekly wage in the industry in April, 1939:

Two facts inay be pleaded in defence of these 
swollen dividends. They represent enormous in- 
vestments in severely competitive businesses and 
the owners are entitled to a fair return for the 
risks they take with their capital. Secondly, 
employees owe their very jobs to the skill and 
foresight with which these firms are directed by 
their executive heads, 

But while these considerations may blunt the 
edge of the indictment, they cannot wholly re- 
move it. In many cases the worker’s lot is even 
worse than appears from the above figures since 
he spends some part of each year in idleness. 
Judging by the dividend returns, few executives 
ever suffer from a slack season.

The best friends capitalists can have are the 
crusaders for social justice. The voice of re- 
form, as Macaulay once said, always is the voice 
of salvation. But their blindness to reform makes 
them the ally of reaction, and reaction is the 
mother of revolt, They cannot learn their lesson 
nor read the signs of these 
stern times. They oppose the 
moderate reforms of Roose- 
velt; they have no one but 
themselves to blame if some day they have to 
endure the extreme reforms of a later president 
goaded into desperate action by ills which have 
grown malignant by long delay and faltering 
treatment, . 

In Canada, we are fortunately free of this 
industrial disease in its extreme form, though 
many symptoms point to deep-seated disorders 
in our social] economy. The trouble with most 
yeformers in the Dominion is that they are the 
futile advocates of a forlorn hope, or the apostles 
of a vague theory. They spend their time punch- 
ing at the clouds instead of hacking away at the 
roots of injustice, They should think less of ab- 
stract right than of the visible wrongs they can 
see in every city in Canada. 

It’s an intolerable shame, and a disgrace to 
democracy, to have men and women working for 
a shabby pittance in a land as rich and puissant 
as Canada. When this war is over, the idealism 
of this country should be recruited in a new war, 
sacred and unresting, against all the citadels of 
social injustice.

That ‘‘Mystery’’ Quotation 


LONDON.—An anonymous telephone call to 
the British Broadcasting Corporation shortly be- 
fore midnight Tuesday identified Minnie L. Has- 
kins as the authoress of the lines quoted by the 
King in his Christmas Empire broadcast—lines 
whose identity had stumped literary authorities 
the world over, 

An element of-mystery still surrounded the 
writer, whose words, put down more than a 
quarter of a century ago, have suddenly brought 
her fame. The B.B.C. in immediately broadcast- 
ing the news, said merely that the authoress 
wrote the passage quoted by His Majesty in an 
introduction to a book of verses called “The 
Desert,” which was privately printed and circu- 
lated many years ago. 

The Daily Mail identifies Miss Haskins as a 
retired tutor of the London School of Economics 
now living at Crowborough, in Sussex. 

The Mail said that, according to her brother, 
“on Christmas Day she missed the King’s 
speech but heard the quotation in a news broad- 
cast later and recognized it at once as her own.” 

Inspiration for the lines came to Miss Haskins 
when she was in the West of England shortly be- 
fore 1914, the Daily Telegraph said. 

“My recollection of the circumstances in 
which the lines were written are vague,” that 
newspaper quoted her as saying. 

The Telegraph said Miss Haskins taught in 
the social science department of the London 
School of Economics. ‘The Desert” was pub- 
lished in aid of an Indiati charity. The poem con- 
taining the quotation is called “God Knows.” 

Sources close to the King said he had read 
the passage recently, been impressed with it, and 
decided to use it, but did not know who had 
written it. 

The quotation with which His Majesty ended 
his broadcast ran as follows: 

“T said to a man who stood at the gate of 
the year, ‘Give me a light that I may tread 
safely into the unknown,’ and he replied, ‘Go 
out into the darkness and put your hand into 
the hand of God. That shall be to you better 


than light and safer than the known way’. 


On This Date

Way back in 1881 Montrealers boasted that 
they had donc something never before accom- 
plished in Canada when the then young Cana- 
dian Pacific railway laid ties and rails on the 
ice of the St. Lawrence between Montreal and 
Longueuil and ran over the ice railway locomo- 
tives and cars of its South Eastern branch and 
thus escaped having to pay toll to the Grand 
Trunk for passage through the Victoria tubular 
bridge. That ice railway was operated two 
seasons, but came to an unlucky end when the 
ice collapsed at the Montreal! end, precipitating a 
locomotive and several cars into the water, 
where they remained until the spring break-up, 
when they were salvaged. The rails and ties 
were, however, lost, being carried down to Lake 
St. Peter when the St. Lawrence threw off its 
wintry bands in April. 

But Montreal was not first place in Canada 
to use river ice as a roadbed for a railway. That 
distinction belongs to Winnipeg. On Dec, 28, 
1879, the citizens of the then very small Winni- 
peg then turned out to witness the arrival of the 
first train to trave] over the ice of the Red river 
from St. Boniface, It was not a long journey, 
only about half the distance of the later ice rail- 
way at Montreal; but the railway was inaugurat- 
ed without accident and the people cheered as 
the icy “breeze” from the nurthwest came down 
on them, and froze many a whisker solid, for 
every man over 21 in those days wore a beard, 
and the bigger it was the more his dignity in the 
community, This winter ice railway continued 
for two or three seasons, until a bridge was built 
of steel and the need for utilizing the handiwork 
of Jack Frost had passed. I wonder if there is 
anyone now living in Winnipeg who remembers 
that historic day 70 years ago?

Survey indicating that environ- H

Of cancer was announced yester-

Can Medical Association. 

The possibility that where you 
live—including all external condi- | 
tions—may contribute to cances’s 
causes was suggested by two phy- 
sicians with the United States pub- 
lic health service, Dr. Joseph W. 
Mountin -and Dr. Harold F. Dorn, 
both of Washington, D.C j 

They found that New York and} 
New England have “between two} 
and three times” as much cancer 4s 
the souin. The States around the 
Great Lakes and bordering the 
Pacific ocean had “rates well above | 
the average for the entire country.” | 

Although cancer mortality of all 
types was lowest in the south, dis- | 
tribution of skin cancer alone was | 
directly opposite. The report re- | 
vealed that lesions of the skin | 
“claim propertionately more vic- | 
tims—both men and women—in | 
the south as compared with the | 
remainder of the country.” 

“Except for the south, cancer of 
the stomach is universally the most 
common form of fatal cancer among 
men, ranking with cancer of the 
breast and uterus among women,” 
the report added.

United States state department 
issued $119,812,042 in export licenses 
for arms, ammunition and imple- 
ments of war in November, it was 
announced yesterday.
